(INS)—President Eisenhower 
declared today _that he is still 
a candidate for a second term 
and he feels in “better shape” 
than when he originally an- 
nounced his decision to seek 
re-election. ‘The Chief Execu- 
tive told Republican, Congres- 
sional leaders that he _ will 
wage a “vigorous” campaign 
in behalf of the GOP effort to 
hold the White House for an- 
other four years and to recap- 
ture control of Congress. 


in better shape than he did 
when he made his Feb. 29 an- 
nouncement that he would 
seek re-election. 


“We are looking forward to a 
very vigorous and active cam- 
paign under his _ leadership,” 
Knowland said. 


“Are you telling us,” a repor- 
ter asked, “that the President 
is going to keep his hat in the 
ring?” 


“I’m telling you _ precisely 


that,” Knowland replied. 


He added that Eisenhower 
“left no doubt in anyone’s 
mind” that he will run again 
despite his June 9 intestinal 
operation. | 


Eisenhower himself appeared 
before reporters and _  photo- 
graphers before and after an 
hour and seven-minute strategy 
session with the Capitol Hill 
leaders. 


He looked a little pale and 
obviously had lost weight. © 


Knowland was asked whether 
Eisenhower had given second 
thoughts to his decision to run 
again in the light of his recent 
illness, which followed by nine 
months his Denver heart attack. 


“The fact remains he’s in the 
race,” Knowland replied. The 
Senator said he regarded Eisen- 
hower’s comments today as a 
“continuation” of his Feb. 29 an- 
nouncement that he would ac- 
cept renomination. 


 Knowland also was asked 
whether Eisenhower had au- 
thorized him to make the state- 
ment about second term plans. 


“No,” Knowland replied, “but 
he knew we were going to meet 
the press afterward and he 
knew always try to make frank 
reports.” 


Eisenhower arrived at his 
new temporary office in Glat- 
felter Hall on the Gettysburg 
College campus at 9:30 a.m., 
looking a bit less pale and thin 
than he did when he left Walter 


Reed Army hospital in Washing-| 


ton a week ago last Saturday. 
He went immediately into a 


conference with Republican 
leaders who flew here from 
Washington. They included 


Knowland and House Republi- 
can leader Joseph Martin of 
Massachusetts. 

Under questioning, Knowland 
said the matter of a Vice-Presi- 
dential selection was not dis- 
cussed. 

Vice-President Richard Nix- 
on, who had been invited by 
Eisenhower to make up his own 
mind and advise the President 
what he wanted to do, said he 
would run. 

Eisenhower then commented 
he was “delighted” by that de- 
cision.

The reparations agreement 
was signed in Manila May 9 
anc ratified by the Japanese 
Diet June 3. It provides $550 
million in capital goods, ser- 
vices and cash to the Philip- 
pines over a 20-year period. 

The reparations agreement 
passed the second reading by a 
simple majority. 

The Senate also approved by 
simple majority the resolution 
ratifying and expressing con- 
currence and approval of the 
Senate reparations agreement,

S. Vietnam Wants Indemnity 
Of $200 Million, Diem Says

SAIGON, July 10—South Viet- 
nam President Ngo Dinh Diem 
said today “quite a bit” separ- 
ates his government and Japan 
in reaching a figure for World 
War II reparations. 

Diem said in an exclusive in- 
terview that South Vietnam now 
is asking “something like 3200,- 


000,000 from the Tokyo govern- 


ment for indemnities, 

He declined to disclose what 
Japan has offered to pay this 
southeast Asian nation, stating 


that Japan has suggested noth- 
ing formally. 

“There has been an exchange 
of views between our Govern- 
ment and the Japanese Em- 
bassy: (on ‘reparations),” Diem 
said, 

He added: “There js a differ- 
ence between the figures.” 

The South Vietnam President 
said his country would not 


necessarily wait for a Japan- 
Indonesia indemnity settlement 
before pressing Tokyo for an 
agreement with Saigon. 
Reparations to South Viet- 
nam, Diem said, bear “no rela- 
tion with any other country.”

Shepilov 
May Lead 
Treaty Team

MOSCOW, July 10—Foreign 
Minister Dmitri Shepilov is ex- 
pected to represent the Soviet 
Government in the forthcoming 
peace taiks with Japan, expect- 
ed to reopen at the end of this 
month, according to informants, 


Tne Soviets are not expected 
to choose a formal delegation, 
they said. The talks are sched- 
uled to reopen in accordance 
with an arrangement made at 
the time of signing of the Japan- 
Soviet fishery treaty May 15 be- 
tween Soviet Fishery Minister 
A. A. Ishkov and Agriculture- 
Forestry Minister Ichiro Kono. 


Soviet authorities have made 
it known informally, the same 
sources continued, that they are 
expecting Japan eventually to 
select Moscow as the site for 
the renewed negotiations. 


Officially, however, Soviet au- 
thorities have been refraining 
from making any statement on 
the issue. Also they have made 
no official comment on the re- 
sults of the recent Upper House

Russia May 5 Next Year 


LONDON, July 10 (AFP)— 
Prime Minister Eden and For- 
eign Secretary Selwyn Lloyd 
will visit the Soviet Union May 
5, 1957 at the invitation of the 
Kremlin. 

Eden told the House of Com- 
mons the visit would last 10 
days. He said the trip was 
agreed following the visit to 
last April of Soviet 
Premier Nikolai Bulganin and 
Communist Party First Secret- 
ary Nikita Khrushchev.

Ike Inks Claims Bill 


GETTYSBURG, July § 10 
(AP) — President Eisenhower 
has signed legislation allowing 
the Justice Department to 
make out-of-court settlements 
of claims up to $100,000 by per- 
sons of Japanese ancestry for 
damages from their resettle- 
ment during World War Il. 
Previous law limited the 
amount of settlement that 
could be made without court 
action to $2,500 in each case. 
The claims grew out of forced 
removal of Japanese from the 
West Coast as a security meas- 
ure after the outbreak of the 
war. The Senate Judiciary 
Committee said that oft of 
24,064 claims covered by the 
old law all but 1,936 have 
been settled and only 69 of 
these involve amounts in ex- 
cess of $100,000,

Prime Minister Hatoyama and 
Foréign Minister Shigemitsu 
yesterday decided to appoint 
Naotake Sato, former Ambas- 
sador to Moscow, as the chief 
plenipotentiary ‘delegate to the 
Russo-Japanese peace talks sche- 
duled to be resumed within this

The Government is scheduled 
to call a special Diet session of 
short duration around July 23 
since Diet approval is required 
on Sato’s appointment, The ses- 
sion is expected to be closed in 
a few days. 


Shunichi _Ma . chief 
delegate to the London” peace 
talks, which went into a recess 
indefinitely at the end of March, 
will help Sato in the coming 
negotiations. 

The plan to appoint former 
Defense Agency chief Shigemasa 
Sunada as the chief delegate, 
which had been reported as cer- 
tain is out with this decision. 
Sunada was being pushed by 
the main group of the Liberal- 
Democratic Party, including 
Agriculture- Forestry Minister 
Ichiro Kono. 

Whether Sunada will join the 
Sato mission as one of the pleni- 
potentiary delegates will be left 
to the decision of Sato himself, 
but indications are that Sunada 
will not be selected, 

Of some 20 former diplomats

Poll Debacle 
Intensifies 
Tory Rift 


Scramble for power within 
the Liberal-Democratic Party is 
expected to be intensified with 
the party’s unexpectedly poor 
showing in the Upper House 
elections. as a turning. point, 
“—-The’~ “antimaim ~‘current” 
groups of the party are planning 
to take to task its executive 
members as responsible for the 
failure in the elections. 

The death of Bukichi Miki, 
pillar of the main current fac- 
tion, last week provided a suita- 
ble chance for the various “anti- 
main current” groups, which 
had been held down so far. 
Taking advantage of the fail- 
ure of the party in the elections, 
the various groups opposing the 
main faction will bring to the 
fore \the movement of struggle 
for power within the party. 
As the first instance, the so- 
called two-pronged diplomacy 
by Prime Minister Hatoyama 
and Foreign Minister Shige- 
mitsu stirred up heated con- 
troversy at yesterday's execu- 
tive board meeting of the Libe- 
ral-Democratic Party. 

Board members, believed to 
be hostile to the Hatoyama-Kono 
clan, contended the party would 
have secured more seats in the 
Upper House elections if it 
weren’t for the perpetual clash 
over foreign policies between 
the Prime Minister and the For-

LONDON, July 10 (Kyodo- 
Reuter)—The Daily Telegraph 
today claimed that the results of 
Sunday’s polling in the Japanese 
Upper House elections reflect a 
shift toward neutralism that 
may have far-reaching implica- 
tions in foreign policy. 


But if the Socialist gains ad- 
versely affect Japan’s foreign 
policy, they may, at least in a 
negative way, increase internal 
stability, this conservative news- 
paper commented. 


“The ruling Liberal-Demo- 
cratic Party had hoped to win 
a two-thirds majority so as to 
be able to eliminate the Con- 
stitutional clause that forbids 
Japan to maintain armed 
forces,” the Daily Telegraph 
pointed out. 

“Although the final results are 
not yet counted, it is clear that 
Socialist gains will preclude this 
course. Limited rearmament 
has already begun, in defiance 
of the Constitution. 

“But the election results sug- 
gest! that this policy, as well as

He linked this with what 
he called the “avowed inten- 
tion” of the United States to 
intervene in Japan’s internal 
affairs on the constitutional re- 
vision issue. 

That intention, Suzuki charg- 
ed, was implicit in testimonies 
of Americar Government rep- 
resentatives_in a House commit- 
tee hearing .on the subject of 
military assistance to Japan. 

Kishi admitted that the elec- 
tion results make it impossibie 
to amend the Constitution tor 
at least three years, the time 
before another Upper House 
election.

Tabulation of returns from 
the nationwide constituency 
continued yesterday throughout 


the country. By yesterday eve- . 


ning, 52 successful candidates 
were named. The 75 seats for 
prefectural electorate candidates 
had been filled by Monday 
night. 

In both the national and the 
local constituency races, the 
Socialists captured 12 more seats 
over and above their pre-election 
strength while the  Liberal- 
Democrats barely managed to 
maintain their previous mem- 
bership. 

The Ryokufukai, a conserva- 


tive ally of the IiberalDetno-~ 


crats, which suffered a complete 
defeat in the prefectural race, 
fared miserably also in the na- 
tionwide constituency. With 
only five members returned in 
the national constituency, Ryo- 
kufukai’s over-all membership. 
has~ dropped from the pre-elec- 
tion 43 to 31. ; 

With this “third force” group 
decimated, the new Upper 
House has assumed a sharply 
partisan character, 
Liberal-Democrats and Socialists 
dividing its membership be- 
tween themselves at a ratio. of 
roughly two to one. 

The Communist Party man- 
aged to place two men, Sanzo 
Nosaka from the Tokyo district 
electorate and Masao Iwama 
from the national constituency. 

The Socialist Party, though 
lacking four men to make up a 
one-third minority in the House 
alone, succeeded in realizing 
its goal by the election of 60- 
Com- 
munist Party and Independegts. 
The “progressive” groups in- 
cluding the Socialists, placed two 
men over the total figure neces- 
sary for one-third of the House 
seats. 

The Labor-Farmer Party lost 
both of its two pre-election seats. 

Several noted “men of letters” 
failed to place. They included 
economic commentator Kihachi- 
ro Kimura, historian Goro Han} 
and Professor Hidetsugu Yagi, 
famec for his invention of the 
“Yagi sntenna.” All three were 
former Upper House members.

UNIWED NATIONS, N.Y., July 
10 (AP)—Australia warned to- 
day against any big-power dis- 
armament agreement that would 
continue the present Communist 
military predominance in Asia 
and the Pacific.

47 Pistols Found — 
Buried in Backyard 


Forty-seven pistols of the de- 
funct Imperial Army were 
found buried Monday afternoon 
in the backyard of a house in 
Shinagawa in which Shumei 
OkKawa, released Class A war 
criminal once resided. 


Around 3 p.m. Monday, two 
laborers were digging a garbage 
hole in the backyard, when they 
discovered the pistols about one 
foot underground. They imnie- 
diately reported the find to the 
Osaki Police, which identified 
the pistols as those of the de- 
funct Imperial Japanese Army. 

Police believe the pistols weré 
buried immediately after the 
war, since the lettering on them 
gives the manufacturing date as 
Feb, 1945, It is not yet known 
who buried them, 

Former rightist bigwig, Shu- 
mei Okawa lived in the house, 
located next to the Gajoen 
Hotel, up to 1943. After the 
war, he was tried as a Class A 
war criminal by the Interna- 
tional Military Tribunal for the 
Far East. Later, however, he 
Was pronounced mentally de- 
ranged and released after com- 
mitting eccentric acts in the 
courtroom.

of an uneven concentration 


of voting strength. 


In this connection, the continuing predominance of 
successful candidates with organizational backing was 
noticeable. Labor union groups, including the Japan Teach- 
ers Union, returned a strong representation. At the same 


time, candidates from other 


national organizations were 


also successful. This signifies that persons lacking a nation- 
wide organizational background but who are otherwise 
capable and fully qualified. have little chance of gaining a 


House of Councillors post. 


This trend does tend to limit 


the membership of the Upper House and it is certainly 
a problem which should be closely studied in the days to 


come. 


_ The voice of the people has been heard. The Socialists 
have continued their steady progress in the public favor 


during the past several elections. 


They must, however, 


match their gains with a growing sense of maturity and 

responsibility, and they must reaffirm their adherence to 

democratic principles in their parliamentary conduct.

Asahi Shimbun in its comment 
on the outcome of the July 8 
House of Councillors election 
said that the Socialist and other 
renovationist parties are now 
in a position to check the pro- 
posal for constitutional revision 
because they have won one-third 
of the seats necessary for the 
purpose. Unlike @ general elec- 
tion, an Upper House election is 
not for a shift in regime, the 
paper said, but added that its 
outcome, however, cannot be be- 
littled inasmuch as it will serve 
as a yardstick to measure the 
trend of public opinion, In the 
paper’s view, the Government 
and its party should take the 
‘outcome of the election as the 
general public’s. warning against 
bad administration. 


Mainichi Shimbun said the 
ruling Liberal-Democratic Party 
“lost face” by permitting the 
Secialist and other renovation- 
ist parties to win one-third of 
the Upper.House seats in the 
July 8 election. With one-third 
of the seats the renovationist 
parties can now defeat the rul- 
ing party’s plan to amend the 
Constitution at least for the 
next three years, the paper 
pointed out. The paper blam- 
ed the party’s failure to secure 
the necessary two-thirds major- 
ity on lack of renovated policies 
on-the part of the Government 
and its party and factional 
struggles within the party. 


Yomiurt Shimbun said that

-Labor’s Role in Asian Politics 


i Trade Unions Proving Grounds for Future Leaders

Belatedly Western observers 
are coming to reaiize the true 
role of the Asian trade union 
movement in the political devel- 
opment of the nationalistic coun- 
tries of the new Asia. Since the 
last war Western scribes—trade 
union leaders included—have 
written off the predominance 
of political activity on the part 
of the infant Asian trade union 
movement as growing pains. 

This oversimplification has ig- 
nored the fact that it is the 
Asian labor movement which is 
the training ground for pres- 
ent and future leaders of Asia. 
At one time or another in their 
career Gandhi, Nehru, U Nu and 
Sukarno have identified them- 
selves with the economic strug: 
gles of the working class 
through the trade union move- 
ment. 

Gandhi organized one of the 
first unions for mill workers in 
India, Jai Prakash Narain, the 
individual often mentioned as a 
possible successor to Nehru, 
heads one of the major railway- 
mep’s federations in Asia. Three 
years ago, the present Chief 
Minister of Singapore, Lim Yew 
Hock, was a full-time trade 
unionist—president of the Singa- 
pore Trade Union Council, Sue- 
hiro Nishio, Deputy Prime Min- 
ister of Japan in 1947, was an 
active trade unionist from the 
metal workers. 

Via Labor 

The young college graduate in 
Asia, full of national pride, 
when he sees that he has little 
chance for a suitable job, looks 
to politics as an avenue for his 
intellectual pursuits. To ste 
right into the political field is 
not always possible for the 
young intellectual as he lacks 
one of the major qualifications 
—a jail term as a_ political 
prisoner under a colonial gov- 
ernment, 

He must therefore attempt to 
enter the political picture lat- 
erally, so he turns to the labor 
movement, a recognized training 
ground. Once:-in the movement, 
and almost anyone with a col- 
lege degree can make the grade, 
he realizes that it is up to him 
to prove hjs sglt. 

At this stage there is no finan- 
cial reward. There is, however, 
a real sense of achievement 
when he can sit down with his 
former schoolmates in the local 
coffee shop and describe his per- 
sonal battle to better the econo- 
mic condition of the “masses.” 
At this point he also identifies 
himself with a political philo- 
sophy—be it communism, so- 
cialism, or a combination of the 
two. ae 
Strong in Singapore 

It is in Singapore where one 
sees this evolution in its purest 
form. Today the Singapore 
trade union movement is a 
movement of young intellectu- 
als. As one leader told me— 
“the labor movement here is 
really a continuation of the po- 
litical arguments we had in col- 
lege. Some of my classmates 
have gone into the Middle Road 
(left wing) group while others 
have thrown in with the STUC, 
the Singapore Trade Union 
Congress, an affiliate of‘ the In- 
ternational Confederation of 
Free Trade Unions. Thus the 
lines are drawn in this Crown 
colony. According to govern- 
ment sources there are 140,000 
organized workers in Singapore 
roughly divided into two camps. 

The left wing group is the 

Trade Union Working Commit- 
tee—which also takes the name 
“Middle Road Group” from the 
fact that the office of the domi- 
nate union in this group is lo- 
cated on Middle Road, 
. The Group began as the “95 
group’—a loose committee of 
95 unions which came together 
in 1954 to protest a government 
security measure, Although it 
can no longer claim 95 unions, 
this group does have the great- 
er talent and possibly the strong- 
est hold on the local trade union 
movement, 4

Pitted against this energetic 
trade union organization ig the 
Singapore Trade Union Congregg 
which is affiliated to the Intern 
national Confederation of Free 
Trade Unions. The Singapore 
TUC draws its strength from 
the white-collar workers, the 
seamen, the saw mill workers, 
and the old Chinese secret so- 
cieties. S. Jaganathan, the 
president of the STUC is an 
able leader who recognizes that 
his organization needs effective 
organizers. He is well aware 
of the threat from the left and 
is constantly fighting the 
United Front efforts of the Mia- 
dle Road Group, ¢ 

It is on the Singapore docks 
where we see one of the prime 
examples of trade union poli- 
tics. One of the STUC unions 
is led by an individual who is 
at present a fence sitter in the 
most extreme sense, Although 
his union is in the STUC this 
leader is an active official in 
the Middle Road Group. With 
the many political and ethnic 
grouping such is possible in 
Singapore. 

It is only among the seamen 
that the STUC has cut the 
ground from under the leftists, 


P There are nine unions for sea- 


men in the Crown colony but 
due to the organizing ability 
of Jaganathan and his assistant, 
George Seow—onc of the ex- 
schoolmates of those who wield 
the power in the Middle Road 
Group—the STUC has been able 
to form a Seamen’s Council of 
Action—an example of the 
ICFTU policy of one union for 
one industry. 
Two Prerequisites 

Several years ago a well- 
known member of the Indian 
Parliament stated that there 
were two. prerequisites to be- 
coming a_ successful political 
leader in his country. “First, you 
must have been a political pri- 
soner in the fight for independ- 
ence; and second, you must have 
identified yourself with the 
masses either through the union 
movement or some sort of so- 
cial work.” Prime Minister 
Nehru is said to have spent 20 
years of his life in British jails. 

One of the most successful 
young politicians in Calcutta, 
but with no jail record, is so 
well established in the trade 
union movement that at last 
count he was either president 
or general secretary of over 50 
local unions. In his case the 
trade union movement pays off 
not only politically but also 
financially—one union pays his 
telephone bill, another his sec- 
retary’s salary, and a third his 
taxi fares, Obviously this lead- 
er has no trouble getting dis- 
ciples from among the ranks of 
the unemployed college grad- 
uates. 

This same pattern is found in 


Unions) ; 


other Asian countries which 
have gained their independence 
since World War II, 

In Japan the Socialist Party 
is reported to have only 50,000 
members and it therefore fol- 
lows that this party must look 
to the trade union movement 
for support in elections. Sohyo 
(The General Council of Trade 
and Zenro (The 
Japan Trade Union Congress) 
with a combined membership 
of close to 4,000,000 have gone 


all out to support Socialist — 


Party candidates in the Upper 
House election. t 
Testing Ground 

The transport unions alone 
with a total strength of close to 
800,000 have 10 officials on the 
Socialist ticket, including six 
from the National Railways 
Workers, two from the Private 
Railway Workers including T. 
Fujita, President of Sohyo, and 
one each from the seamen’s 
and municipal transport work- 
ers unions. 

In \ countries where true 
political parties were unheard 
of 10 years ago the trade union 
movement is one of the major 
proving grounds for Asia's 
future leaders. In many Asian 
countries, excluding possibly 
Japan and India, trade union 
leadership is made up primari- 
ly of young intellectuals who 
find that this type of activitv 
is nothing more than an exten- 
sion of the coffee shop discus- 
sions they enjoyed in college. 

Here they find a chance to 
work for a cause, and from 
time to time revert to the col- 
lege boy love for demonstra- 
tions. Only they find that the 
political side of the trade union 
movement is played for keeps. 
The Singapore bus riots of 1955 
and the Calcutta teachers strike 
riots of 1953 were more than 
youthful outbursts. They were 
well planned mob actions 


which destroyed lives and 
property. 
Dangers Recognized 
The trade union movement 


Offers the intellectual a  plat- 
form from whicn his own 
works can be heard—and in 
most he can see his name in 
print—either in the newspaper 
or signed to a letter or pamphlet 
attacking the government. 
What unemployed college 
graduate could ask for more. 
And if he plays his cards right 
he may someday be a member 
of the legislature or even a 
chief minister. 

A growing number of trade 
unionists in the Asian move- 
ment recognize the inherent 
dangers of a labor movement 
that is too closely tied to 
politics and they are attempting 
to see that the future trade 
union leadership in this area 
comes from the rank and file 
of the workers themselves, viz. 
the trade union education 
programs undertaken by the 
various labor internationals. 

However, for the present the 
workers, of Asia are for the 
most part led by intellectuals 
who see the trade union move- 
ment as merely a_ stepping 
stone to politics.

Those carrying the charm tab- 
lets on their backs then parade 
through the town amidst the 
applause of the people. :
